"a path that inputs a part or al the encrypted data that are output from the calculation means to the hold means". 

Examiner maintains that Lynn and Jaechul teach : 

Lynn teaches a plaintext (plaintext can be a part or whole ) is encrypted with a Key in encrypt (calculation means) and transmitted to 
hold in ciphertext unit (hold means) and a path is when an encrypted data is transmitted from encrypt (calculation means ) to ciphertext 
(hold means)[Lynn, FIG.1(a), column 1,21-23]. 

Additionally, Jaechul teches that yi = f(lsbv (yi-1)||ctr+i)xorxi. first data is xored (calculation means) with xi and send that data to hold 
menas after xored for next encryption with incremented counter, yi data is hold in the hold means to cancatenated with counter (ctr) for next 
round encryption [Jaechul, page 109, CTR-CFB, lines 20-25 ]. 

Thus, Lynn and Jaechul teach " a path that inputs a part or all the encrypted data that are output from the calcualtion means to the hold 
means, such as claims 9,11,12,20 and 22.
